We have beet requested. to insert the 
flowing letter; which was originally ed+ 
dressed to the elitor of the Amoy Shipping 
Report :— . 

Sir, —Having noticed -in“’your report 
of 1th: December 18770 letter from a 
shipmaster. setting forth the dissatisfaction 
folt by that comunity on account of the 
unreasonable portion of Amoy Harbour, that 
is monopolized by steamers’ buoys,. and 
steamers, and having mysolf been subject to 
losses both of time and ‘money from being 
forced. into foul anchorage’ through the 
grievances mentloned,, 

Lfeel that porsevering 
the authorities is. necessary 
tnreasonable wrung. 7 

I therefore take the liberty of trespassing 
upon your limited spave also 'to show that 
the feelings represented by a brother ship- 
master some sit months past do still exist, 
ond ever will util the Harbour authorities 
of this port grant equal privileges to all 
visitants, : 

The ‘writer states. that it is doubtless 
necessary to-offord every facility for the 
quick despatch of steamers from ports of call 
on the const, bat. very truly remarks that
